a) Undertake normal S.I. activity for our own purposes. 

b) Take economic action. 

c) Distribute propaganda leaflets emanating from National Committee 

and possibly BBC/VOA broadcasts. 

E. Reference para. D a) Co-operation friendly secret services permitted 

Foreign Office. Our view is -that we should not 
repeat not deny ourselves advantage of assistance 
they can give us. 

F. Reference para. D b) Outline is unpromising but Foreign Office is 

examining further. 

G. Reference para. D ^1(1. R.D.) is being consulted. We 

consider machinery for preparation vetting and 

printing of pamphlets may need reconsideration. 
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
